It appears taat Miss Burke is under the impression 
teat repairs to tae cistern were done last year, which 
vas not so. «iss Durke asked last year to nave tne cistern 
tuorougaly cleaned, whien work was done. Tn my opinion, 
tne present condition is eaused from tae overflow of 
tae cistern, after a rain, causing tae eellar floor to be 
frequently damp. Tais con‘ition can be nelpad 
uaving tne eistern drained and cleaned, and patenéne it 
inside, also repabring tne overflow pipe. Tt is impossible 
to entirely prevent dasp on tue cellar floor mmtixstyx, 
as, alter aeavy rains, tae water seeps tarouga under tae 
foundation. Tne same conditions exactly exsist aere in tue 
cellar of tue Agency residence, 

Te entirely prevent this condition at tne Senool, would 
ineurr a very neavy expense, as a drain would have to be 
dug outside tne foundation of tine sehool, as outlet for 
tne surplus water. 


To repair the cistern, and amd overflow pipe, would

I have been rather worried over the 
Cape Creker school, Anyone who has a skeleton key can enter, 
I erdered a yale lock but it had not come when I left July 3. 
Will you please authorize Mr, Poste te purchase one and see 
that it is put on the front door, I also ordered a padlock 
for the large gate, If it is not padlocked the gate will be 
left constantly open and the splendid new fence will be of 
no avail, 

The school pumps are both out of order half the 
time, I would suggest that the man who sunk the pump would 
come and repair it. He lives near the reserve and examined it 
just before I left. 

The toilets have not been repaired, The doors do 
not satay closed, the boxes are gone to pieces and the pits 
are not deep enough to accommodate the number now attending, 
I think Mr, Game reported this before, Nothing has been done 
about it, 

Since the new fence was built one of the gates was 
dispensed with, As a result the people climb over the fence 
and break the wire, I suggested to Mr, Poste that one or 
more styles be built but he seemed te think it would be too 
expensive, Will the Department consider having this done? 

I think one of the Indians could do the work, Guheawi ce the 
fence will be torn in no time, 

I have been taking rather a heavy course since 
July 6th in Toronto, There seems to be a general tendency 
to get away as far as possible from anything that was formerly 
considered 0,K, in the teaching system,

Dear Sir: 


I have your letter of the 14th instant 
enclosing bacteriological report of the water 
in the well at the Cape Croker No. 1 Indian 
Day School. The following is a simple method 
of water purification: 


A level teaspoonful of chloride of lime 
should be rubbed into a teacupful of water. This 
solution should be diluted with three cupfuls of 
water and a teaspoonful of the whole quantity added 
to each two-gallon pailful of drinking water. 


This will give .4 or 4s parts of free chlorine 
to a million parts of water, sufficient to destroy 
in ten minutes all typhoid and colon bacilli or 
other dysentery producing organisms in the water. 
Moreover, all traces of the chlorine will rapidly 
disappear. 


fhe method of purification has been tested 
with Toronto Bay water inoculated with millions of 
bacteria. Every germ has been destroyed, and it has 
been unnecessary to boil the water. 


The above information should be given to the 
teacher and she can purify the water used by the 
pupils of the school.

To this end, will you convene the Council of the Band 
and ask them to prepare a Resolution? You are aware, no doubt, 
that the Band pay the salary of the teacher for this school, 
and that they emgaged the services of Mr. Jones. Therefore, I 
feel that it is advisable to secure the recommendation of the 
Council before initiating any action with a view to a change of 
teachers at the Christian Island Indian Day School. 


If, however, it is impossible to travel to and from Christian 
Island at this time, it would be well if you would postpone bringing 
this matter to a head until such time as travelling facilities are 
better. If you decide, in view of the season of the year, that 
Mr. Jones and ceesey are unable to leave Christian Island, it would 
be well to draw to the attention of no one the sub ject matter of this 
communication, It would lead to poor service on the part of the 
teacher who knew that overtures were being made concerning his dis- 
missal, and petty jealousies on the part of the members of the Band 
who are in favour of the retention of Mr. Jones.

Sinee writing to you on the 27th ultimo, concerning 
the Ghristian Ieland Indien Day School, I have had a visit 
from certain influential members of the Indian Band, and we 
have discussed at some length the future of the day sohool at 
that point. May I review the facts, to refresh in your mind 
the situation. 


Previous to 1915, the Methodiet Mieeionary Society 
were represented on the reserve at Chrietian leland by e Mr. 
Oliver, who taught in the day school. Thie gentleman wae not 
wholly satiefactory to the Indian population ae a teacher, 
for the simple reason that hie duties were too manifold and 
hie energies were too often bent in other directions. At the 
time of his resignation, the Indian Council took upon them- 
selves the appointment of the school teacher, and they have 
been more or lees successful in supervising the sshool 
activities. 


The present incumbent - a Mr. Jones ~- hes been 80 
careless in his actions outeide of the claseroom that thie 
Department has had to call for hie resignation. I believed, 
at the time of my last writing on thie matter, that the 
solution wae to return again to the misesionary-teacher type. 


fhe recent delegation to Ottawa from the Indian 
Band at Chrietian Ieland has been the cause of the change in 
the Department's policy for this particular school. There 
is a general unrest among the Indiane of Ontario, and this 
De nt hae hed to use considerable tact in ail its 
relatione with the individual bande. I have to inform you 
that I have made arrangements for a teacher at the Christian 
Ieland Indian Day School,in conjunction with the Indian 
Gouncil at that point. Thie will relieve you of the duty 
of nominating a teacher to commence work September firet, next. 


I am convinced that the Indian Band at Christian 
Island would be glad to have a miesionary resident on the 
reserve and, if you sre successful in finding a man for thie 
cause, I feel that there ie a real job for him, If you are 
like to be uneucceesful in placing a man on this reserve, 
I wou be pleased to have your permission to utilize the 
miesgion house as a teacher's residence. Thies is a very old

I have to aoknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
30th ultimo, in which you recommend that the services of Mr. Thos. 
Jones be continued as teacher of the Christian Island Indian Day 
School, ami enclosing a comuunication from the Public School 
Inspector ae to the success Mr. Jones has met with in his work, 


In reply I beg to say that, while the services of Mr. 
Jones as teacher were satisfactory, it was found necessary to 
ask for his resignation on agocount of his personal conduct on 
the Reserve, A number of complaints have been made during the 
Past year regarding hie conduct and attentions to a married woman, 
This led to considerable trouble among the Indian factions on the 
Reserve. A petition received in October, last, signed by 41 
Indians referred te the moral character and the consequent un- 
fitness of Mr. Jones as teacher of this school, and asked that he 
be dismissed, 


This matter was taken up with Mr. Jones and he was asked 
to exercise more care in his conduct. We desired to be entirely 
fair with him and give him every chance, ani also received his 
promise that he would give no further cause for complaint. How- 
ever, since then we have received copies of lettem written by him 
to the woman referred to above, which, to say the least, are most 
indisoreect. It was, therefore, considered in the interests of 
the ‘ork, and as we had given him every chance, that we could not 
further continue hia services. He was informed by official 
letter of May 26th, last, that he ehould hand his resignation to 
the Indian Agent to take effeot June 30th. 


The appointment of a teacher to succeed Mr. Jones has 
been left in the hands of the Indian Council, and we are informed 
that a special council meeting wae called on very short notice with 
only a few members of the Band present at which a resolution was 
passed to retain Mr. Jones' services, A protest against the 
mcnne* in which this meeting was called and the re-appointment of 
Mr. Jones signed by some of the counciliors and secretary of the 
Bam has also been received. 


The Department feels that the re-appointment of Mr. Jones 
would only lead to continual ill-will between the two factions on 
the Reserve, and that it is better, in the interests of all con 
cerned, that a new teacher be secured, We have informed the

IT beg to say that we have been urged again and 
again by the officials of our Church there to appoint a Mission~ 
ary Teacher to their field, and I am not convinced that we ought 
to be influences in regard to this matter by the Indian Council, 
many of whom may be altogether indifferent to the work of the 
Church. 


// To send a Missionary there - who would have 
nothing to do but the work that usually falls to a Missionary on 
guch @ field = would be to give him less than a man's job, and 
would involve very heavy expense, which in these days of financial 
stringeng we want to avoid. 


I am now in correspondence with several young men, 
with teachers’ qualifications, each of whom has had experience in 
school teaching and who would, if appointed to Christian Island, 
be willing to conduct services for the Indians on Sundays.// T hope 
to be in a position in a few days to submit to you a statement of 
the qualifications of the one whose appointment I would recommend. 


The Missionary Teachers at Moraviantowm, Alder~ 
ville and Gibson are, I understand, giving great satisfaction both 
to the Indian Department and to the Indians themselves, and T em 
satisfied that if we had an equally efficient teacher at Christian 
Island, as anyone of the three referred to, the Indians would be 
well satisfied with the arrangement. 


I cannot but feel that to be governed by the re~ 
quest of the Council, to which you refer, would not be in the best 
interests of the Indians on Christian Island, end inasmuch as you 
have already agreed to the appointment of a Missionary Teacher at 
Christian Island, as previcus correspondence goes to show, I think

I beg to submit the following report on my 
recent visit of inspection to the Christian Island Agency. 
x x x 


The Day School was still closed during the 
week of September 3rd. I understand Mr. Cowling, Missionary 
Teacher, was attending a conference in Toronto, From all 
I could learn there does not appear to be much progress 
being made in this school. There seems to be quite a bit 
of dissatisfaction among the Indians with the work of Mr. 
Cowling. I had a number of complaints made to me regard- 
ing his methods of disciplin{ the pupils. It is 
reported that he is in the habit of taking the boys by 
the chin and back of the head and lifting them off their 
feet. One girl, daughter of the Truant Officer, had her 
knee injured by being thrown against a desk. It is also 
stated that he is impatient and quick tempered with t he 
pupils. The Agent informed me that the pupils are backward 
in their studies, There is no Manual training or needle- 
work taught; nothing to vary the routine studies or make 
classroom work attractive. Mr. Cowling is about 70 years 
of age and I understand is a very fine type of a Christian 
gentleman, but in my opinion, based upon the feelings of the 
Indians towards him, his usefullness as a teacher of Indian 
children is over, ‘This school has a roll of 53 pupils and 
requires a younger teacher. I have no hesitation in 
recommending that Mr. Cowling be replaced by a younger and 
more energetic teacher with a sympathetic understanding 
of Indian boys and girls, one who would bring leadership 
and encouragement among the young people on the reserve. 
There is a splendid field for such a teacher, made or 
female.

U Brom recent conversation with Mr Robert Cowling, 
United Church Missionary, and Day School teacher, of the 
Reserve, I understand it is his intention to submit his 
resignation during the coming summer. 


This being the case, and with the future welfare 
of the Indian people in view, I wish to take this early 
oppunitity of asking the Department, if when the occasion 

arises ané@ a new appointment has to be made, will they 
kindly give consideratiom to the selection of a Missionary- 
Teacher who has a Second Class Certificate, and is also 
quelified to teach Manual Training, A married man, not 
over middle age, who's wife would be willing to reside 

on the Reserve, and who would be interested enough to 

take an active part in social work and moral welfare of 

the Indian people. 


I beg to state, the reason I am making this 
request is, with reference to the teaching of manual training 
in the school , I consider that under existing conditions 
on Christian Island, better results would be obtained 
from the pupile if this subject were included in their 
every day studies. 


The Indian children of this Reserve are naturaly 
backward in education, and I attribute this fact to the 
conditions under which they live, being resident on an 
Island they have not the same chance as Indian children 
living on’ the mainlamd, who are constantly mixing with 
the white people, and who naturaly learn the English 
language more quickly and therefore advance in education 
more rapidly. 


Very few of the children of this Reserve can 
Speak English at all, with the result they are backward 
in their studies, and are not very interested in school 
work, if manual training were taught, I consider it 
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it would be bath interesting and instructive, and 
would help the children to gain useful knowledge more 
quickly. 


With reference to my suggestion for a married 
man, not past middle age, and one who's wife would be 
willing to live on the Reserve and help with the work, 

I consider the moral standards of the people would greatly 
improve if there were a Missionary and his wife, who were 
young enough, and energetic enough, to devote part of their 
time to working amoung the people and encourage them 

along the lines of healthful and useful activities. 


It appears to me that in the past very little 
has been done along these lines, with the result that, 
more especially among the younger people, who having had 
nothing of interest to occupy their minds, and no decent 
places of amusement to go to during leisure hours, they 
have reverted to pastimes that are not benifical to them. 


From experience I find the Indian people 
are interested and appreciate what is being done along 
social lines, societies have beer formed more especially 
among the women, and good results age being achieved, but 
the leadership falls to one or two and what is now needed 
is more help to carry on this work, this can be secuted 
by the appointment of able and willing Missionary workers.

ISTIAN ISLAND DAY SCHOOL. 


I understand from Mr. Indian Agent Eade that Christian 
Island school was built in 1850. At the Fall Fair, September 
nd and Srd, this building was used as an exhibit hall, and on 
the second day there was a heavy rainfall. In addition to two 
or three good-sized streams of water pouring from the ceiling on 
the tables, rain beat in the sides of the window sashes and 
poured in at the tops of the windows. Had school been in 
session it would have been impossible for the children to sit on 
the east side of the schoolroom. The teacher said he had never 
seen it like this before, but I feel sure that in any east wind 
the rain would beat in at the windows, 


I made inquiries of the Agent and understand that there 
sre a number of children on the Island who never attend school, 
I talked with many of the women and some of them were frank in 
their opinion that the children learn nothing at school and might 
better be of some use at home. So far as I can ascertain there 
has never been an Indian of Christian Island pass the Entrance, 
although many of the young people appear to be bright and 
interested, 


Judging by the number of children of school age, I feel 
sure that a two room school such as that at Rama is badly needed, 
The whole reserve would benefit if the teachers appointed were 
young and interested in sports or welfare work,

Dear Mr. Barner: 


An officer of the Department , who has 
recently returned from Christian Island, is of the 
opinion that several improvements are necessary in 
our services there if progress is to be achieved. 
In the first place, the school building needs 
replacement, and, as there are nearly 70 children 
of sehool age on this reserve - most of whom at 
the present time are Protestant - the Department 
is considering the advisability of erecting a 
&-olassroom school. As far as the teaching ser- 
Viees are concerned, I have learned that Mr. 
Joblin cannot be considered successful. His poor 
health, doubtlessly, has much to do with his lack 
of enthusiasm, but the work of your Society and 
this Department is waffering. I am informed that 
Mr. Joblin takes practically no interest in 
reserve affaire generally and his activities as 
missionary teacher are confined solely to one 
preaching service per week and to the regular 
school hours. Much of his time is spent away from 
the Island a etree oI and I know that you would 
Wish to have this information, so that Plans can 
be made for another year. 


The gestion comes to my mind that it 
might be advisable to conduct an undenominational 
school of 2 classrooms. There are some Catholic 
children on the reserve who have attended the 
School in the past, and this Suggests that a school 
with no church control might be successful in en- 
listing the cooperation of all on the Teland. 
Father Cadot is the Catholic missionary for the 
Island. He visits there Periodically during the 
year, and, from what the Department knows of his 
attitude, I believe that he would be glad to have 
the wembers of his flock attend such an institution. 


Please discuss this with Mr. Beaton at 
the first opportunity and let the Department have 
& recommendation from your Society.

hing conditions ef the Christian Island Day School at the 
present time. There is no question but what the school is over- 
crowded, and that it is almost impossible for a teacher to do 
full justice te the pupils, apart from tis fact there are several 
more children, possibly about eight who will be of age to commenc 
school this coming term. the present school is full to the limit 
with desks, and I really do not see how these new pupils can be 
accomadated unless some other provision can be arranged. 


My Dean in his letter has suggested that part of the 
school classes could be taken in the morning, and the remainder 
in the afternoon, this arrangement would of course mean that the 
pupils would not receive the same amount of instruction as they 
would only_be attending half days. The Indian children of 
Christian Island are very backward owing to the isolation and the 
fact that they ao not mix with the white people, the parents 
converse in the “ndian Aanguage, and the children do not commence 
to learn English‘ until they start to school, consequently it make 
it very hard for the teacher to show any progress for the first 
year or so, you will therefore understand that an arrangement for 
half day classes would not help the pupils any, and would make it 
far harder for the teacher. 


Mr Deap ie a very good teacher and is very 
enthusiastic, but am afraid that he will become discouraged 
unless some assistance can be given him with his school work, 
If it is at all possible I would recommend that assistance be 
given in the uppointment of another teacher to take the junior 
classes, and that the Youncil 4all be used as a class room for 
the time being.

Regarding the s estion of the teacher, that part of the 
pupils be taken the morning class and the remainder in 
the afternoon, I have to say that it might overcome the 
present difficulty, in connection with overcrowding, if 
only those pupils of school age, that is, between 7 and 
16 years, were allowed to attend. In the last quarterly 
return, the teacher does not state the ages of the pupils 
in the column for that purpose. I would request that, in 
prepentns his returns in future, he will give the age of 
each pupil. It ia possible that there are a number of 
children in attendance under 7 years of age. If there is 
not room to accommodate them, they should remain at home. 


The need for extra school accommodation on 
this reserve has been noted, and it is hoped that Mr. Dean 
will make the best arrangements possible for carrying on 
the work during the coming academic year.

With reference to the communication received by 
the Honourable the Minister, from Mr. Thompson, M. P., 
Penetanguishene, Ont., regarding Rev. C. C. Dean, teacher, 
Christian Island Indian Day School, who, he states, was 
operated on for appendicitis, I have to say that, on the 
third instant, a night letter was sent Mr. H. J. Bade, 
Christian Island, c/o Dr. J. M. Nettleton, Penetang, Ont., 
requesting particulars. Mr. Bade was instructed to arrange 
for the services of Vernon H. Morris, Victoria Harbour, to 
take charge during the absence of Mr. Dean. He was further 
informed the telegram that it was intended, later, to 
appoint Mr. Morris as teacher of a second classroom which 
it is proposed to open in the council hall on the reserve. 


Christian Island is isolated from the mainland 
and it is very difficult, at thie season of the year, to get 
@ message across. We usually forward telegrams to our agent 
in care of Dr. Nettleton, who always arranges to have them 
forwarded to Christian Island at the earliest opportunity. 
The route to the island from Penetang is to drive by road to 
Cedar Point, a distance of 16 miles, and then by a amoke 
signal attract the Indians on the island, 34 miles distant, 
who come across in a boat. 


Telegrams or communications this season of the year 
may remain undelivered for several days, as it is entirely 
unsafe in rough water to cross to the island. No reply has 
been received from the Agent to our telegram. Mr. Dean's 
mother resides in Ottawa and she has received no information 
that her son was operated upon for appendicitis. No doubt, 
when Mr. Eade receives the message, he will communicate with 
Mr. Morris and arrange that he take over Mr. Dean's duties. 


It is intended to carry out the instructions, as 
contained in your memorandum of the 26th ultimo, regarding 
the appointment of Mr. Morris as assistant teacher; but, as 
it will be necessary to fit up the extra classroom in the 
council hall and as the fall term will soon be completed, it 
was intended to have things ready and Mr. Morris could begin 
duties as assistant teacher as from the first of January, 
next.

The Roman Catholic Church authorities have 
directed attention to the fact that approximately thirty 
(30) Roman Catholic children have been in attendance at 
the Christian Island United Church Indian Day School and, 
consequently, they have expressed a desire for the 
establishment of a Roman Catholic Day School on the reserve. 


The Indian Agent has reported that between 
twenty-five (25) and thirty (30) children whose parents are 
recognized as Roman Catholics are in attendance at the 
present Christian Island School. As it is the intention of 
the Indian Act that separate educational facilities be 
provided for Roman Catholic and Protestant children, the 
Department has decided to give favourable consideration to 
the establishment of a school for the Roman Catholic Indian 
children on the Christian Island Reserve. A female teacher 
is being transferred from another Indian day school to take 
charge of this new school which will be conducted in the 
Council Hall, leaving the present school building for the 
United Church Indian Day School. 


4/ith the establishment of this new school, only 
one teacher will be required at the United Church School and 
Mr. Vernon Morris, who has been the second teacher at Christian 
Island for the past year, is being transferred to the Oneida 
No. 2 Indian Day School. 


Instructions are being issued to the Indian Agent 
to see that children whose parents are recognized as Roman 
Catholics attend the R. C. School and children whose parents 
are recognized as Protestants attend the U. C. School. 
Transfers from one school to the other must not be made without 
the consent of the Department. 


The changes necessitated by the opening of the 
Roman Catholic School will take effect on October 15th, next.

Dear Sir: Re: Christian Island Indian Day School. 


I em sorry that owing to pressure of work I have not 
been able to visit Christian Island since I returned from the West. 
I delayed acknowledging receipt of your letter of September 28th, 
hoping that I might be able to see the situation at first-hand be- 
fore replying. I was at Christian Island, however, quite recently 
and Dr. Arthur Barner was there just a few weeks ago, so I think we 
are fairly well informed in regard to existing conditions. 


I would like to call your attention to the correspondence 
and interviews with officers of the Department of Indian Affairs con- 
cerning Christian Island during the lest three years. 


On September 24th, 1931, a letter was written to Dr. 
Arthur Barner, our Superintendent of Indian Missions, informing us 
that an officer of the Department had recently returned fram Chris- 
tian Island and reported that several improvements were necessary 
if progress was to be achieved: namely, 4 new school building; a 
fully qualified teacher in place of Mr. Joblin, who was our nominee 
at that time; and a second teacher. 


In the second paragraph of this letter, you will find 
a proposal thet we should consider an undenominational school of 
two classrooms. If you will take the time to read the correspond- 
ence and to discuss the question with the mem who are still in the 
Department of Indian Education and who were there at that time, you 
will recognize that the response of the United Church to these sug~- 
gestions was sincere and co-operative; and on June 15th, Dr. Barner 
wrote to the Department nominating Rev. Carl C. Dean as the mis- 
sionery-teacher and said:- 


"This nomination ig made in response to the request 
of the Department for a young man to take charge 
of the work on Christian Island. When the time 
comes for the appointment of a second teacher, we 
shall be glad to co-operate with you." 


From time to time as I visited Ottawa, I impressed upon 
the Department the necessity of a second teacher, and each time I 
was informd that there was e Treasury Board ruling rendering it 
impossible to make new appointmenta. Imagine our surprise when we 
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The Secretary~ Nov. 28th/34 


suddenly received a communication fron Mr. Vernon Morris, an- 
nouncing that he had been appointed second teacher at Christian 
Island. This is not exactly our conception of co-operation. 


Thet Mr. Deen has made a great success of his work 
on the Island needs no cament. The very fact that for the 
first time in the history of the school there were pupils in 
an entrance clase speaks eloquently of the confidence which the 
Indiens have come to have in him and his leadership. 


In view of this history, we were certainly unprepared 
for your communication of September 28th, informing us that the 
pupils were being separated according to denominational affil- 
jaticn; that a Roman Catholic teacher was being appointed, &ec. 
Evidently, the price of sincere co-operation with the Departzent 
of Indian Affairs eat the present tine in the improvement of per- 
sonnel and teaching methods is to be caupletely disregarded. The 
more earnestly one tries to improve the technique and efficiency 
of the educational work under the direction of the United Church, 
the less he is consulted about changes which are in contemplation 
by the Department. 


I wish to state emphatically that, if the Chief and 
Councillors of Christian Island have come to the conclusion that 
in justice to the minority there should be one Roman Catholic 
teacher, the United Church would welcome the opportunity of co 
operating in a public school where, for example, the new appointee 
would teach the junior grades and the present teacher, Mr. Dean, 
the senior grades, the pupils being separated for half an hour 4 
day according to denominational effiliation for religious in- 
struction. As it is at present, Mr. Dean finds himself left with 
44 children in 11 classes and cannot possibly teach successfully 
the course of study outlined by the Ontario Department of Education. 


I realise that it is probably too late to protest, but 
I speak for the Board of Home Missions of the United Church when 


I say that we feel very keenly the injustice of the method which 
hes been followed in the making of these changes at Christian Is- 


land.

I desire to make formal application to the Department 
of Indian Affairs for the appointment of 4 second teacher to the 
United Church Day School on Christian Island, and submit the fol- 
lowing for your consideration: 


(1) The present teacher, Rev. C. C. Dean, has forty- 
four children in eleven classes, making quite impossible any kind 
of effective work. If the Department will look into the records, 
they will discover that this is twice the number who were attend- 
ing the school when Mr. Dean was appointed three years 4g0 and is 
a great tribute to his work es 4 teacher. He had high hopes of 
getting sane pupils through the Entrance this year, - the first 
time such a thing has happened on Christian Island, - but thet will 
be impossible unless he can get assistance. 


(2) If the teacher appointed is 4 woman, accommodation 
can be provided for her in the United Church minister's residence, 
now occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Dean. We should have this new 
teacher on the ground at the beginning of the next term, and it may 
require & little time to find someone who we can be sure will be 
compatible. 


(3) We will make application to the Chief and Councillors 
for the use of the Council House, and if they refuse, the class can 
begin in the Young Men's Club Room, which was fitted up in the base- 
ment of the church last year. The room is well heated and for 4 
small group of children, the lighting will be adequate. 


(4) Mr. Dean is feeling quite discouraged over the 
changes which have been made recently in the establishment of & 
separate school on the Island. The Department and the United Church 
have few persons in the service who re 48 efficient and conscientious 
ashe is. I very greatly fear that we shell lose him unless we can 
decrease the additional teaching responsibility which has suddenly 
develved upon him. When he went to Christian Island and the school 
was small, he could manage fairly well, but as the number of pupils 
increased and the quality of the work done improved, his influence 
in the camunity also grew, so that the calls upon him for other 
forms of community service are continually increasing. It would

The authorities of the United Church o: 
Canade have requested the appointment of a second 
teacher at the United Church Day School on Christian 
Teland (Christian Island Reserve, No. 30 - Federal 
District of Simcoe East). 


The present teacher, Rev. C. C. Dean, has 
an attendance of 44 children, in 11 classes, making 
impossible any kind of effective work. The teacher 
has hopes of getting some pupils through their 
Entrance this year, but it is stated that will be 
impossible unless assistance is provided. The church 
authorities are making applicatfen to the Chief and 
Councillors for the use of the council house, in 
which a class was formerly conducted. If they refuse, 
@ second class can be carried on in the young men's 
club-room, in the basement of the United Church 
building. The church authorities request, if a second 
teacher is appointed, that the services of a woman 
teacher be secured, as eny living accommodation 
provided will be in the United Church missionery's 
residence, occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Dean. 


I would strongly recommend, for your 
favourable consideration, that you approve the appoint- 


nent 
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ment of a second teacher as from January first, 1935. 


Mr. Dean is now teaching eleven grades 
and ia unable to give the attention to each which 
he feels due in order that the pupils make progrese. 
He is one of our best teachers and has improved 
the quality of the work at thie school. It would 
be a loss to both school and community, should he 
give up the work. 


The appointment of a second teacher to 
the junior grades is required. If you approve, I 
would suggest that the salary allowed be at the rate 
of $80 per teaching month for a woman teacher 
having at least second class Ontario qualifications.

During the past year and especially for the past couple 
of menths, our school work has been greatly interferred with by those 
who attend meetings and parties in the Couneil Hall at night,Art work 
and ether decorations are repeatedly torn down, and the work which I 
have prepared for the classes the next day is repeatedly erased or a 
changed, 

The former agent threatened to close the hall to all social 
activities if the school work was interferred with,The heads of 
orgahizations were made responsible and the interference stopped, I 
have mentioned the matter several times to the present agent, but

I would like to eall the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the great need of a new day school for the housing of 
the United Church children on Christian Island. This matter 
has been under discussion between the Church and the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs for at least six years. When I first 
discussed it with Mr. Russell Ferrier, the Superintendent of 
Indian Education, he asked me not to press the matter, in order 
that the Government might have time to explore the possibility 
of building a two-roomed school which would be directly under 
the Department. He said he was well aware that the old build- 
ing which is now being used as the junior classroom was no 
eredit to the Government. 


When the additional teacher was later appointed, we 
made temporary arrangements with the Chief and Council to house 
the senior class in the Council House. The arrangement is un- 
satisfactory far reasons which are self-evident. 


We understand that the Government is now proceeding 
to build for the minority group on Christian Island a new school 
and teacherage. The idea of establishing a school which would 
be directly under the Department has therefore been definitely 
abandoned. It is obviously unfair that the Church which has 
given religious leadership to the Indians on Christian Island 
for more than a hundred years and conducted a day school for their 
children for many years before the Department of Indian Affairs 
assumed any responsibility for the teacher's salary, should be 
expected to accept the type of accommodation which has been 
provided for its classrooms, on the plea that the Government has 
no money to erect new buildings, while the minority group, whose 
presence on the Island is of comparatively recent dete, should be 
able to secure a new school building amd teacherage. This is not 
a criticism of the decision to build a school for the minority. 
Once the decision has been made to appoint a teacher they are 
undoubtedly entitled to the necessary building and equipment. 
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Depertment of Indian Affairs Dec. 10th,1936. 


I am therefore writing to ask, on behalf of the 
United Church, that in the Estimates which are presented to 
Parliement for the fiscal year, beginning April lst, an amount 
should be included for a new two~-roomed school and teacherage on 
Christian Island. I think the way in which we have carried on 
for several years under the handicaps mentioned above is an 
indication of our willingness to co-operate with the Department 
of Indian Affairs, but we are firmly convinced that the time 
has come when for this and other reasons, which need not be 
enumerated, we ought to have a new building. This is particularly 
true in view of the fact that the Government now apparently has 
money to spend on new buildings.

"I explained to you that having given my life to the work of 
Missionary Teacher among the Indians, I had no special preparation 
for any other work, and when left without a position, or any pro- 
vision for the future after twenty-two years service, I began working 
out on farms and have been foliowing that work for the past five years. 


"I don't object to hard work, but at my age, being over fifty, 
it is rather strenuous, and the wages ere so small that only the bare 
necessities of life can be had. This year there is a doctor's bill 
of twehty-five dollars to pay, and our eleven year old lad (our only 
child) requires work done to his teeth which the dentist says will 
cost around thirty dollars. Professional men don't seem to realize that 
@ poor man can't afford to pay the prices they demand. 


"I have education enough for any ordinary position and there must 
be plenty of jobs in the gift of the Government that I could do accep- 
tably. With my experience with the Indians I could have qualified 
admirably for the position of Indian Agent on some Reservation but the 
Department was not willing to give me any such chance, 


"I would much prefer working if any suitable work can be had, 
but if not, don't you think some sort of yearly allowance could be 
arranged, because teaching in Government schools did not place one 
in line for the usual pension or superannuation."

in my opinion, the extensive 
Sickness om Christian Tsland is due to mal- 
nutrition. The inhahitarts seem helpless and 
do not sufficiently exert themselves to help 
themselves. I do not suppose anything much can 
be done to heln the adults but it seems to me 
that a change in the educational system would 
help the children. The present system of teaching 
is similar to that in other parts of the province 
and I doubt if it in adapted to the Indians who 
are mentally under-par. I have studted the educa- 
tional system used in the Mental Hospital for 
children at Orillia. It is very practical and 
helps the children to make a living for themselves. 
I feel sure that, if we procured a teacher from 
the Orillia Mental Hospital, the children would 
become an asset rather than a liability as they 
are now.

Your letter of the first instant, 
addressed to Dr. Moore, has been passed on to me 
for consideration and reply. 


It is scarcely necessary to state that 
I appreciate very fully your interest in the 
educational courses provided at the Christian Island 
Indian day schools and your anxiousness to have these 
courses improved. 


We intimated, in a cirevlar sent out 
about three years ago, that at least one third of the 
regular study period should be devoted to vocational 
instruction and it is gratifying to be able to report 
that most of our teachers have brought their courses 
of study into conformity with our wishes. 


I am reasonably femiliar with the 
courses of study provided at mental hospitals and at 
the institutions established for the care of subnormal 
boys and girls, and I am aware also that these courses 
of study have been improved during the last five or 
six year period. I am not at all sure, however, that 
it would be wise to adopt such a se at any of our 
schools until a careful survey had been made by a 
psychiatrist of the I. Q. standing of the pupils. If 
the teachers in charge of the schools at Christian 
Island are sufficiently interested, they will experience 
little difficulty in securing the services of an

I have your letter of the 6th instant, relative 
to the request of the Indians of the Christian ieland 

Band, for the erection of a twoercomed school build and 
teachers’ residence, for the benefit of the Indian children 
whose parents are members of the United Chureh of Canada. 


Owing to preseing demands for the erection of 
echool buildings, on reserves where there is no provision 
for educational facilities, it was not fouml pessibie to 
provide the funds required to erect a new school building 
for the Protestant children at Christian Ieland. It is 
intended to erect a building for the Roman Cathelic child- 
ren, ae there are no adequate school facilities for the 
chilaren of that faith. 


Whale the present school facilities for the 
protestant children are also inadequate, yet, I 
out that this school has been carry 
conditions for rey eye amd their requirements are 
not eo preacing as in Gase of the Cathelie school. The 
need of a new tyoercomed echeol building for the Protestant 
children will be kept in mind and an effort made to obtain 
the funds necessary to erect a suitable building when cur 
Betimates for the naxt fiseal year are in course of prepar- 
ation. We were unable to ob part of the approep- 
riation under the Public works Cone tion Act to carry 
out a building p which included the erection of a 
echool for the ?rotestant children at Christian Island.

EXTRACT FROM INSPECTOR'S REPORT made by W.R, McVittie 
on the Christian Island Day School, 


Dated: October 29, 1937. 
Original on file 6-1-6A, 


I had the privilege of seeing the new school in process 
of construction. Then completed it will provide a quite 
modern type of accommodation for the teacher and pupils. 

I was particularly pleased with the splendid lighting 
facilities, and the provision for cloak-rooms. 


More blackboard space would be an advantage, I consider; 
and I do not think that adequate provision has been made for 
proper ventilation. The Teacher's desk set on a platform 
4s not in conformity with modern Educational thought, and it 
is most regrettable that better play-ground facilities have 
not been provided. I am rather disappointed, too, that 
basement rooms have not been provided where, besides affording 
a playroom in inclement weather, provision could be made for 
instruction in handicrafts, cooking, sewing, manual training, 
etc. It is my conviction that the objectives of educational 
effort in this community should be to train the boys and girls 
to meet the ordinary problems of living, rather thay to drill 
scholastic formulae which they will probably never e.
